1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-3 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hartmaier (U.S. Patent 6,304,753 B1). 

Harmaier discloses a communication network, wherein when a mobile unit 
(wireless device) is power on, it performs and sends a registration request (path setup) 
to MSC (router) via air interface and RBS (wireless base station). Upon the receipt of 
the registration request, the MSC determines if this mobile unit is authorized to obtain 
service form the network by accessing the user profile records stored in DB of HLR 
(receiving path setup). Each record includes a permanent IP address PIP, current 
servicing MSC, and a temporary IP address TIP (creating routing table entry). See Fig. 
1 and 2 col. 4 lines 2-35. When the MSC receives the packet data with the PIP, the 
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MSG looks up the TIP table and forwards the packet data associated with the mobile 
unit via RBS and air interface see col. 6 lines 36-51 . 

Regarding to claim 9, Hartmaier discloses the data network is a packet data, 
network such as the Internet, see col. 3 lines 50-52. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4-6 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hartmaier in view of Ahmadi et al (U.S. Patent 5,533,026). 

Hartmaier fails to teach for forwarding a handoff update. However, Ahmadi 
discloses for communications network includes plurality of wireless base station and 
mobile terminals, wherein when a mobile terminal moves from one cell to another, the 
mobile terminal employs a topology update function RIP to the network (forwarding 
handoff update path), see Fig. 1 col. 4 lines 15-40. In addition, the base station's 
mobility and address translation could send routing update packets or RIP packets in 
order to update the routing tables of routers, see col. 5 lines 50-54. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of 
the invention, to provide the Ahmadi's handoff update into Hartmaier's communication 
network with the motivation to have the change of the mobile terminal location remains 
transparent to the mobile terminal. 
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5. Claims 7, 8, and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



6. Claims 13-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior record fails to teach or make obvious "means for receiving a path setup 
message over a first interface, said path setup message including a field defining a 
destination address", when such means is considered within the combination defined in 
independent claim 13. Claims 14-19 are allowable because they depend on claim 13, 
and recite further limitations.
